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Introduction 3 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council was created by Act 
of Parliament, on June 29, 1977 (Government Organization [Scientific 
Activities] Act, 1976). It began operations on April 1, 1978 and took over 
programs formerly administered by the Canada Council through its 
humanities and social sciences division. 


The objective of the Council is to promote and assist excellence in Canadian 
research and scholarship in the social sciences and the humanities. For that 
purpose, it will 

support such independent research as in the judgement of scholars will best 
advance knowledge; 

assist in and advise on maintaining and developing the national capacity 
for research; 

encourage research on themes considered by the Council to be of national 
importance; and 

facilitate the communication and exchange of research results. 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council ”* is thus primarily a 
grant-giving body, administering funds voted yearly by Parliament. It 
functions through a variety of programs of scholarships, fellowships, and 
research grants. It also provides assistance to the scholarly community 
through aseries of consultative groups, composedofscholarsandspecialists 
in various fields, which examine and report on issues of current scholarly 
interest and suggest guidelines or subjects for future research. 


The Council is governed by a 22-member board, including a presidentanda 
vice-president, all appointed by the Governor General in Council and repre- 
senting the academic community and other major sectors of Canadian 
society. 


The president is the chief executive officer of Council. Heisassistedinhistask 
by an executive director responsible for the grant programs. Requests for 
scholarships and grants are examined by Council staff and assessed by 
specialists in each scholarly discipline. Depending on the magnitude of the 
project, awards are either approved by an Advisory Academic Panel, drawn 
from Canadian universities representing the various regions of the country, 
or recommended by this Panel and submitted to the Council for further 
consideration and for approval.

This brochure describes the various forms of assistance offered by the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council of Canada and sets outin general 
terms the conditions under which scholarships and fellowships are awarded 
and grants are made. 


Assistance is given to scholars, individuals, groups or institutions, whose 
work meets the criteria of scholarship: systematic study displaying initiative, 
curiosity, originality, perseverance, research ethics and a high degree of skill 
in the critical analysis and interpretation of the knowledge acquired in such 
study. 


Prospective applicants should pay close attention to eligibility requirements 
for the type of assistance they are applying for and to deadlines, where 
applicable. 


The Council accepts applications in the following fields of scholarly study. 
The explanatory notes following the list below give some examples of 
standards which prospective applicants should consider in determining 

or not they are eligible for Council assistance and, if not, to which other 
other funding body they might apply.

® Note, in general, that the Council’s programs extend to undertakings of an 
interdisciplinary nature, but not to those which are more closely identified with 
the physcial and biological sciences or with professional training. Thethree 
granting councils — Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council, Natural 
Sciences and engineering Research Council, Medical Research Council — 
will each entertain applications for support of interdisciplinary projects 
which overlap their individual jurisdictions. Applicants may submit their 
proposals to whichever of the councils they consider to have a major interest 
in the research, in the knowledge that, whenever necessary, there will be 
discussion among the councils to ensure that provision is made for adequate 
assessment and possible funding. 

e In psychology, the Council shares the broad field with the Medical Research 
Council and the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council. The 
respective areas of support of each is defined in atri-councilstatementwhich 
may be obtained from the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council. 

® Ingeography, the Council expects that projects and studies closely relatedto 
the earth sciences will be submitted to the Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council. 

e Research in fields such as computer sciences, mathematics and engineering 
is supported by the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council unless 
there is aclear and immediate relevance to the social sciences and humanities. 

® Studies in physical education aresupportedby the Councilwhenthe program 
of study or research is concerned with the social sciences and humanities. 

e Research and studies on the history of science, philosophy of science, 
sociology of science or the study of science policy are supported by the 
Council. 

® Studies in social work are supported by the Council if they embrace topics 
such as social work principles, history, and critical studies in policy and 
administration. 

e Studies in the arts, music and theatre are supported by the Council if they are 
concerned with subjects such as the aesthetics, history, psychology, socio- 
logy or theory of the art form. Assistance for creative writing artistic production 
and performance is available from the Canada Council. 


Fellowships and Scholarships 
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Fellowships Division 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council offers fellowships 
and scholarships in two broad categories. 


Research training awards are offered to master’s or doctoral students 
aspiring to a research career: 

Special M.A. Scholarships (100) are available to Canadian students of 
exceptional promise to study at Canadian universities. 

The Queen’s Fellowships (three in number) are offered to students selected 
from Special M.A. Scholarship applicants who wish to pursue a master’s 
program in Canadian studies. (These fellowships were established by the 
Government of Canada to commemorate the visit to Canada of Queen 
Elizabeth II in 1973). 

Doctoral Fellowships (approximately 1,200) are available for students 
registered ina Ph.D. or equivalent program. 


Leave Fellowships (approximately 375) are offered to university scholars 
who have held full-time academic appointments for at least five of the last six 
years.

Students eligible for this competition will have completed, by thetime oftheir 
taking up the fellowship, one year of graduate study beyond the Honours B.A. 
or its equivalent, and will be registered in a program of studies leading to the 
Ph.D. or its equivalent. 


No one individual may receive more than fourfullawardsunderthis program. 


Applicants must be: 

Canadian citizens. 

Nationals of other countries who have obtained landed immigrant status in 
Canada by November 15, 1978 (see also Place of Tenure below). 


The basic value of the fellowships is up to $6,750 for the first two years of 

a doctoral program and up to $7,420 for subsequent years. The value is 
determined by the number of months in the period of tenure and the stage of 
studies reached in relation to the eligibility requirements. 


A travel allowance is also available for the award holder and for dependents, 
(provided the latter are in residence with the award holder for six months at 
the main place of tenure during the fellowship period). 


A thesis allowance is available as follows: 

up to $500 for typing and duplication of the final version of the thesis; 

travel to defend the thesis, provided the applicant resides in Canada. This 
allowance may be applied for during orafterthe period of tenure, butnotlater 
than 12 months after the thesis defence.

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Renewal of a fellowship for a second or third year of doctoral study is granted 
on submission of acceptable evidence of satisfactory progress. An applicant 
seeking continuing support for a fourth or subsequent year of full-time 
doctoral study must enter the competition as if applying for a first award, 
irrespective of the number of Council fellowships previously held. 


The award must be taken up by October 1 following the announcement. 


Fellowships awarded to Canadian citizens are tenable at any recognized 
university in Canada or abroad. 


Fellows who are landed immigrants may hold their awards at universities 
abroad onlyif, atthe time of application, they have served foratleast two years 
in a full-time faculty appointment at a Canadian university and can produce 
satisfactory evidence that they will be returning to a Canadian academic 
appointment at the end of the Council support.

Leave Fellowships 


This competition isopen to university scholars who, by the time of theirtaking 
up the award, will have held full-time faculty appointments at Canadian 
universities for at least five of the last six years and who, while on leave of 
absence, will be engaged in some form of creative scholarship. 


It is important to note the following: 

Up to two of the qualifying years may be counted for time spent in public 
service with the Government of Canada or provincial and municipal govern- 
ments or with their departments, agencies, boards or commissions. Canadian 
citizens may count appointments at universities abroad. 

Canadian citizens need not be on the faculty of a university at the time they 
apply but must have afirm commitment of a Canadian university appointment 
on completion of their leave. 

Leave Fellowships may not be used to finance studies leading to a degree. 
Registration in a degree course is permitted only when such enrolment is 
necessary to accomplish the proposed program of work. 

When applying itis not necessary that applicants Know whether or not they 
will be granted leave of absence. 

Applicants from universities with a policy providing for leave at 100 per cent 
of salary may enter the competition but such applicants, if successful, will 
be entitled to receive only the research and travel allowances normally 
associated with an award.

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Eligibility and Terms

Research Grant 19 


The Research Grants program is intended to promote advanced research in 
the social sciences and humanities. The program is designed primarily to 
meet the needs of career scholars in Canadian universities but grants are 
also available to private scholars. Applicants must be Canadian citizens or 
landed immigrants. 


Research Grants are offered in support of proposals whose primary focusis 
the development or systemization of knowledge in various fields and of co- 
herent projects with a clearly stated objective and a well-defined plan for 
reaching that objective. 

Grants are given only in support of independent research initiated by a 
scholar or a group of scholars. The principal investigator must apply on his 
own behalf and not on behalf of or in the name of an institution. 

The range of research qualifying for support generally includes the various 
disciplines of the social sciences and humanities and interdisciplinary areas. 
Research Grants are not given for the following purposes: preparation of 

a textbook, anthologies, reader, handbook or manual of instruction; com- 
pilation of lists; indexes or previously published statistical material; popu- 
larization of scholarly works; courses of study; study tours, or language 
learning. 

Research tools such as concordances or bibliographies may be supported 
if the research element in their production is clearly established and if they 
are judged to be of sufficient merit and utility. 

Contractual or commissioned research does not qualify for support. 
Research Grants are not given for work undertaken as part of an applicant's 
formal program of studies leading to a degree. 

Proposals whose primary purpose is professional development, curriculum 
development or the preparation of material for teaching purposes will be 
considered only if they have foreseeable theoretical importance. 

Costs of translation and publication cannot be met under this program (see 
Aid to Scholarly Publication, page 27).

Grants are intended to defray actual direct costs (subject tosome limitation 
as to rates) attributable to a project. No provision is made for income for 
the principal investigators or for overhead costs of universities. 


The Council is prepared to support projects over a number of years subject 
to periodic evaluation of progress and availability of funds. The Council is 
also prepared to award grants with a commitment of support for up to three 
years at a time with further support being contingent on evaluation of 
progress. 


Requests for amounts of less than $2,500 are not entertained under this pro- 
gram. Applications for such grants should be made directlytotheapplicant’s 
university (see General Research Grants, page 24). 


The Council sends each application to individual specialists chosen for their 
expertise on the topic or field of the research proposal. Persons named by 
the applicant as references may also be consulted. The Council makes its 
decision on the basis of the confidential evaluations received from the asses- 
sors and the advice of its Advisory Academic Panel which reviews projects 
in the light of both the assessor's opinions and Council policies. 


All applications must be submitted on the appropriate Council form. Appli- 
cants may obtain a Guide for Applicants and an application form from their 
university or request them directly from the Council. : 


Applications may be submitted at any time of the year. Applicants should 
allow four months for the processing of a request. 

Applications for amounts over $10,000 are submitted to Council at its March, 
June and December meetings. The respective deadlines for applications 
are October 15, January 15 and July 15. Decisions are announced after 
each Council meeting. 

For requests under $10,000, grants are not announced on a fixed schedule. 
Council policy is toinform asuccessful applicant of suchan award as quickly 
as possible. Unsuccessful applicants requesting less than $10,000 are 
notified immediately after a Council meeting.

The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council supports large-scale 


research and editorial programs undertaken by groups of scholars over a 
period of years. 


Two types of awards offered: 


e Program Grants, generally fora well integrated program of several interrelated 
and complementary projects in various disciplines; 


e Grants for Major Editorial Projects, for the research, editing and publication 
of aclearly defined corpus of material requiring long-term commitment on 
the part of scholars, institution, publisher and Council.

Negotiated Grants are awarded once a year on acompetitive basis. 


Eligible institutions are usually Canadian universities which will assure a 
long-term commitmentto the project. University presses may also be eligible. 
Researchers must be full-time members of a faculty of any eligibleinstitution 
and Canadian citizens or landed immigrants of two years’ standing who are 
residing in Canada. 


Applications must be made through the president orchief executive officer of 
of the institution. Before submitting a formal application, researchers are 
requested to send a letter of intent describing the program of research in 
general terms. Avisit fromthe Councilstaff will follow, andthe formal applica- 
tion will then be submitted through the institution. 


Negotiated Grants cover partially or totally the following expenses: 
Salaries of principal investigators, visiting fellows, research assistants and 
other required personnel 

Costs of technical services (including computer time) 

Research material such as books, periodicals, microfilms and manuscripts 
when they are directly related to the research or editorial program 
Conferences, seminars and newsletters 

Travel and subsistence 

Publication costs (Major Editorial Projects only). 


Letters of intent may be sent before April 1 of the year of the competition. 
Formal application must be received by July 1

@ Learned Journals 


Under its general program of assistance to scholarship, the Council makes 
sustaining grants to Canadian learned journals publishing research 
which falls within its terms of reference. 


To be eligible for assistance, journals must be published and edited in 
Canada, have a regular schedule of publication and meet a number of other 
conditions. 


The basis for granting assistance is quality. However, the Council is also 
concerned to ensure that any journal it supports is making a well-defined 
contribution to scholarship in the social sciences and humanities. It will 
therefore pay special attention to factors such as stated editorial policy, sel- 
ection of content, circulation of the journal, and the existence of other jour- 
nals in the same or related fields. A full statement of the Council’s policy is set 
outinthe booklet A/d to Learned Journals inthe Social Sciences and Humani- 
ties which may be obtained from the Council. 


Grants are determined by a formula, the rules of which are explained ina 
document supplied with the application form available from the Research 
Communications Division of the Council. 


The Council considers applications once a year. The closing date for receipt 
of applications for grants in 1980 is June 29, 1979.

® Scholarly Manuscripts 


The Council assists the publication of scholarly manuscripts through block 
grants to the Social Science Federation of Canada and the Canadian Federa- 
tion for the Humanities in support of programs administered directly by these 
organizations. Only book-length manuscripts which are based on advanced 
scholarly research and make an original contribution to knowledge 

are assisted. 


Letters of application should be sent directly to the organizations at 151 
Slater Street, Ottawa, Ontario K1P 5H3, and not to the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council.

Conference Grants 29 


The Council offers a program of aid to scholarly conferences held in Canada, 
though the funds available are relatively limited. Following are theconditions 
attached to the program. 


The Council provides partial support for the travel and subsistence of invited 
participants. 

The primary purpose of assistance is to enable Canadian scholars from dif- 
ferent universities to take part in such conferences. 

The Council provides limited support forthe participation of foreign scholars 
invited to make an essential contribution to the proceedings. 

Conferences should be focused on the exchange and the discussion of 
research findings in the social sciences and humanities. 

The sponsor should normally be a learned society or university. 


In mostinstances grants will not exceed $3,000, andthe Council's aidtowards 
the cost of subsistence (including meals and lodging) will notexceed $40 per 
day for an invited participant. This allowance will be increased to $50 effec- 
tive September 1, 1979. 


The Council will normally expect that applications will be supported by 
adequate documentation (see page 2 of the application form), and may 
decline to proceed with applications for which documentation is not 
supplied in a reasonable time. Normally, external assessment is sought 
obtained for all complete applications. Application forms may be 
obtained from the Council's Research Communications Division. 


Applications should be submitted no/ater than four months before the date of 
the conference. 


Note: 

The foregoing conditions and procedures do not apply to majorconferences 
of international associations when held in Canada. Canadian organizations 
that intend to act as hosts to such conferences and desire the support of 
the Council are advised to consult the Council before extending an invita- 
tion. The initial request may be made by letter, which should be submitted at 
least 12 months before funds are likely to be needed.

Aid to Canadian Learned Societies 


Assistance to Attendance at Annual Meetings of Canadian Learned Societies 
The Council assists attendance at the annual meetings of Canadian learned 
societies in mostcases through block grants to the Social Science Federation 
of Canada and to the Canadian Federation for the Humanities. Inquiries 
should be directed to these organizations at 151 Slater Street, Ottawa, 
Ontario K1P 5H3. Applications from individuals will not be entertained. 


Administrative Support for Learned Societies 

The Council offers limited grants to learned societies which need funds to 
cover travel costs of their executive committees or other administrative 
charges. This form of support is at present undergoing revision in consulta- 
tion with the learned societies.

© Travel Grants for International Scholarly Conferences 
These grants are intended to encourage Canadian scholars to participate in 
scholarly exchange at significant international meetings. 


Eligibility Applications will be accepted only for meetings held outside Canada. Both 
university and private scholars who are Canadian citizens and are playing an 
active rdle in the international meeting are eligible. Priority will normally be 
given to those presenting a paper.

® Travel Grants for international Representation 
These grants provide assistance to Canadian scholars who hold office in 
international scholarly organizations for travel to management and policy 
meetings of these organizations. Grants may cover travel for Canadians who 
are members of governing boards or hold high executive office or key ad hoc 
positions in international organizations — such as chairman of a working 
party for an international congress. 


Meetings must be sponsored by international organizations of recognized 
scholarly standing. The program is open to both university and private scho- 
lars who are Canadian citizens and who have selected to perform anexecutive 
role for an eligible international organization. 


Up to return economy air fare plus $50 daily subsistence allowance. 
Forms may be obtained either from the applicant’s university or from the 
Office of International Relations of the Council. Applications must include 
information about the structure of the international organization and the 
applicant’s role in it as well as on the nature and duration of the meeting.

Grants for International Cooperation 


Grants to Facilitate International Collaborative Research 

The aim of this program is to encourage Canadian scholars to collaborate 
with scholars in other countries on research projects of mutual interest. 
Support is offered for small seminars, workshops or colloquia organized 
jointly by Canadian and foreign scholars to discuss, coordinate or evaluate 
cooperation on specific researchtopicsorthemes. Grants are also offered for 
consultations between Canadian and foreign scholars with respecttojointor 
parallel research projects. 


Private scholars and those on the faculty of a Canadian post-secondary 
institution are eligible under this program. In addition, established Canadian 
scholarly societies and institutions may apply for support for seminars. A 
foreign scholar, learned society or institution mustco-sponsoranapplication 
for a seminar. In the case of grants for consultations, scholars on both sides 
must be independently engaged in shared fields of research. 


In the case of seminars, grants can cover economy air fares for seminar parti- 
cipants, subsistence of $50 per day, and limited administrative costs. Foreign 
sponsors are alsoexpectedtoassist, although the forms ofreciprocalsupport 
may vary from case to case. 


Grants forconsultations may cover travelandsubsistencecosts for Canadian 
scholars and may also provide limited funds for other expenses occasioned 
by the collaboration such as additional communication costs, secretarial 
assistance and photocopying costs. It is expected that the participating 
foreign scholar(s) will obtain funds from their own national sources. Direct 
costs of research projects are not covered under this program. 


Application forms will be available by late June from universities orthe Office 
of International Relations of the Council. Application for seminar support 
must include information about the structure and purpose of the meeting, 
and must be vouched by the foreign co-sponsor. 


Applications for grants for consultations must describe the rationale forthe 
collaboration and its nature. Except in the case of applications for brief ex- 
ploratory visits, evidence should be provided that the foreign party is prepared 
to collaborate actively. 


There will be two closing dates, September 7 and January 1. Decisions willbe 
announced about two and onehalf months after the closing date November 
15 and March 15. 


International Scholarly Exchanges 37 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council promotes and 
administers international scholarly exchanges in the social sciences and 
humanities between Canadian and foreign scholars through its regular pro- 
grams of assistance (Leave and Doctoral Fellowships, Research Grants and 
Conference Grants) as well as through its special exchange programs. The 
international agreements which the Council has concluded in the social 
sciences and humanities include the following: 


France 

Agreement between the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
and the Centre national delarecherchescientifique (CNRS) seeking to facili- 
tate cooperation between French and Canadian scholars on research 
programs of common interest. 

Japan 

Agreement between the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
and the Japan Society forthe Promotion of Science providing annually forthe 
exchange of one or two senior scholars to lecture and meet with scholars in 
their fields and one junior scholar to conduct research under the supervision 
of a host scholar. 

USSR 

Agreement between the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
andthe Academy of Sciences of the USSR providing forthe exchange of up to 
10 scholars annually to conduct research and give lectures. 

Hungary 

Agreement between the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
and the Hungarian Academy of Sciences providing annually for the ex- 
change of senior scholars to lecture and meet with scholarsin their fields and 
of one post-doctoral scholar to conduct research under the supervision of a 
host scholar. 
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Exchange Programs Administered For Other Government Bodies 

The Council administers part of the Department of External Affairs program 
of academic exchanges between Canada and a number of countries. 
Government of Canada Awards to nationals of Belgium, Brazil, Denmark, 
Finland, the Federal Republic of Germany, France, Hungary, Iran, Italy, 
Japan, Mexico, the Netherlands, Norway, Poland, Portugal, Sweden, 
Switzerland and Yugoslavia for study or researchin Canadainany discipline. 
Exchange of Researchers with France, under which grants for travel to 
France are offered to Canadian professors inthe social sciences and humani- 
ties to conduct research at the post-doctoral level in a French university or 
institute. 

Exchange of Researchers with the USSR, under which senior Canadian 
scholars may be received by Soviet institutions of higherlearning toconduct 
research and, on invitation, do some lecturing as well. 

Exchangeof Lecturers and Students with the People’s Republic of China, 
under which Canada will receive up to three university professors and 25 
students from China. 


The Council also administers on behalf of the Government of Manitoba, a 
program which offers awards to one or two citizens of France who wish to 
conduct graduate studies in a Manitoba university.

Research Council was created by Act of

April 1, 1978, and took over programs 
formerly administered by the Canada 
Council through its humanities and 
social sciences division. 


The objective of the Council is to 
promote and assist excellence in 
Canadian research and scholarship in the 
social sciences and the numanities.

GRANT PROGRAMS 


This brochure describes the various 
forms of assistance offered by the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research 


Council! of Canada arid “sets Four 1) 
general terms the conditions under which 
scholarships and fellowships are awarded 
and grants are made. 


Assistance is given to scholars, indivi- 
duals, groups or institutions, whose 
work meets the criteria of scholarship; 
Systematic study displaying initiative, 
curiosity, originality, perseverance, 
research ethics and a high degree of 
skill in the critical analysis and 
interpretation of the knowledge acquired 
in such study. 


Prospective applicants should pay close 
attention to eligibility requirements 
for the type of assistance they are 
applying for and to deadlines, where 
applicable. 


The Council accepts applications in the 
following fields of scholarly study. 
The explanatory notes following the list 
below give some examples of standards 
which prospective applicants should 
consider in determining whether or not 
they are eligible for Council assistance 
and, if not, to which other funding body 


they might apply.

Note, in general, that the Council's 
programs extend to undertakings of an 
interdisciplinary nature, but not to 
those which are more closely identified 
with the — physical and biological 
sciences or with professional training. 
The three granting councils -. Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council, Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council, Medical 
Research Council - will each entertain 
applications for support of interdis- 
ciplinary projects which overlap their 
individual jurisdictions. Applicants 
may submit their proposals to whichever 
of the councils they consider to have a 
major interest in the research, in the 
knowledge that, whenever’ necessary, 
there will be discussion among the 
councils to ensure that provision is 
made for adequate assessment and 
possible funding. 


In psychology, the Council shares the 
broad field with the Medical Research 
Council and the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council. The res- 
pective areas of support of each is 
defined in a tri-council statement which 
may be obtained from the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council. 


In geography, the Council expects that 
projects and studies closely related to 
the earth sciences will be submitted to 
the Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council. 


Research in fields such as _ computer 
Sciences, mathematics and engineering is 
Supported by the National Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council unless 
there is a clear and immediate relevance 
to the social sciences and humanities. 


Studies in physical education are sup- 
ported by the Council when the program 
of study or research is concerned with 
the social sciences and humanities. 


Research and studies on the history of 
science, philosophy of science, sociol- 


ogy of science or the “study of science 


policy are Supported by the Council. 
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Studies in social work are supported by 
the Council if they embrace topics sucn 
asisocial work principles, Nistony and 
critical studies in policy and admini- 
Stration. 


Studies im the arts, music and theatre 
are supported by the Council if they are 
concerned with subjects such as the aes- 
thetics, history, psychology, sociology 
or theory of the art form. Assistance 
for creative writing artistic production 
and performance is available from the 
Canada Council. 


Research involving human subjects must 
conform to accepted principles’ or 
research ethics, as set out in the 
Council's guidelines for such research. 


In its population aging program, the 
Council will consider grant applications 
for research in the social sciences and 
humanities focusing on a better under- 
Standing of social problems that result 
from changes in the structure of age 
groups, including individual adaptation 
to these changes.

The Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship 
is awarded annually to a Canadian 
scholar of demonstrated ability for 
full-time "research and writing” on 
the history, role and functions of the 
Crown and the Governor General in a 
parliamentary democracy."

The fellowship is worth up to $7,860. A

Learned Journals 

As part of its general program of 
assistance to scholarship, the Council 
gives financial assistance to Canadian 
learned journals publishing research 
which falls within its terms of 
reference. Grants for this purpose are 
awarded in a selective manner, and are 
primarily intended to support journals 
which meet a high degree of scholarly 
excellence and maintain it by a system 
of independent refereeing of submitted 
manuscripts. 


It is not the Council's intention to 
support all journals which might be 
published in Canada, and which could be 
devoted to a particular area of study. 


In arriving at its decision on any 
journal in any field the Council will 
look closely at the number of contri- 
butors and the number of readers in 
Canada, and consider whether the 
publication of a journal represents a 
reasonably economical way of dissemi- 
nating the results of scholarly research 
in that field.

GRANTS FOR INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION 


Grants to Facilitate International

The average age of Canadians is rapidly 
increasing.
